resolution of the United States con- 
gress, and in view of things which 
the President is thereby required and 
authorized to do, responds by treat- 
ing the reasonable demands of this 
government as measures of hostility, 
following with that instant and com- 
plete severance of relations by its 
action, which by the usuage of na- 
tions accompanies the existent state 
of war between the sovereign powers. 


"The position of Spain being thus 


made known and the demands of the 
United 
States being denied with 


complete rupture of intercourse by the 
act of Spain, I am constrained to pro- 
claim a blockade off the coast of Cuba 
and call for volunteers.

the measures so taken, and with a

. The great strike of the Welsh coal 
miners will have an appreciable effect 
upon the conduct of the war. The 
coal supplied from Wales is regarded 
ns excellent for warships, and is ex- 
ported to all parts of the world. But 
the strike cuts oil the supply,and the 
British government, anticipating a 
scarcity, is buying up existing stocks 
in the West Indies and elswehere. 
This will tend to hinder operations of 
the United States and Spain in the 
West Indies and elsewhere, so far as 
they depend upon the Welsh coal to 
be found at foreign ports and coaling 
stations. 
It 
is especially bad for 


Spain, as the United States can have 
unlimited coal at the gulf ports. 


It is surmised that Spain has now 


about 75,000 effective troops on the 
island of Cuba, and this force is not 
likely to be added to. It may have a 
limited food supply in.store, but with 
the blockade of the principal ports of 
the island will not be increased. 
There are no supplies raised in Cuba 
for the use of the Spanish army. 
General Lee was very decided on that 
point in the testimony before the 
senate committee. Everything in the 
way of food must come from outside 
the island. 
Good soldiers must be 


well fed, except in cases of emerg- 
ency. Habitually ill fed for months 
they lose their combative energy. 


There is no question the Spanish 


troops in Cuba are inefficient, badly 
organized and officered, with wretched 
equipment and inadequate supplies. 
This is shown by ^the* failure of the 
250,000 soldiers sent there the last 
three years to subdue at the most 40,- 
000 insurgents. 
Spain has sent to 


Cuba for the most part only con- 
scripts, many mere boys. Her very 
last reinforcements, some 1C,000 sent 
to Cuba since the 1st of January, are 
described by the correspondent of the 
London Times as largely "boys of 
fifteen and sixteen years of age." 
Her best troops, some 70,000 or SO,- 
000 seasoned men, Spain kept at 
home by the lurking fear of a Carlist 
uprising or a republican outbreak. 


We believe the Cubans, if well sup- 


plied with arms and equipment, could 
easily take care of all the Spanish 
troops on the island and drive them 
to the refuge of the seacoast fortiti- 
caitons. 
In fact, this has already 


been done by Gomez, who 
holds 


nearly half the island, and is thus 
enabled to raise supplies for his own 
army. 
If our naval forces are able to main- 
tain an effective blockade of Cuba, 
the question of disposing of the Span- 
ish army would appear to be a very 
simple one. Ten thousand American 
regulars 
in 
almost perfect 
disci- 


pline 
and 
equipment, with 
an 


abundant supply of arms and mater- 
ial Tor the Gomez army and 
the 


thousands of recruits ready and eager 
10 join it, would suffice for the job. 
It must IDC borne in mind that the 
fact of Amercian intervention and 
the reasonable certainty of speedy 
success in driving the Spaniards from 
the island will inspire the Cubans 
with new 
confidence, 
send 
the 


neutrals into the ranks and corres- 
pondingly depress the Spaniards. 
It 


all depends on our capacity to control 
Cuban waters and regulate ingress 
and egress form the island. We be- 
lieve the American navy is fully 
equal to that task.—Pittsburg Post.

after a mighty war—not a war of 
bloodshed nor the tiring of a single 
rifle shot. Some' failed to realize 
just what 
Enlgand 
had 
passed 


through. 
It was John Bright who 


first seized the flag of freedom. 
Placing himself on the side of the op- 
pressed, he was always the champion 
of those in slavery. As a smithy 
strikes on the anvil of iron, he struck 
on the anvil of human hearts, moving 
them to espouse the cause of freedom 
and right. When the civil war broke 
out in the United States he at once 
espoused the cause of the national 
government and steadily maintained 
the righteousness of the battle for 
freedom and the breaking up of slav- 
ery, 
standing firm from the firing of 


the first shot. At the time a resolu- 
tion was introduced in the English 
parliament favoring the cause of the 
South. In a speech he said: 'Thous- 
ands of children were born under the 
tlag of slavery and were at once 
branded as slaves with the branding 
iron.' 
How would you like to have 


your children branded as such'? 
The 


time will come when the Hag of free- 
dom will float from ocean to ocean 
over all America. In Enlgand John 
Bright was deemed by many a dan- 
gerous agitator, but he lived to see 
his cause repeatedly triumph, and 
his death was regretted by friends 
and opponents. He was a quaker, and 
he may at times, as was character- 
istic of the Quakers in advocating the 
cause of right, said some things with 
a boldness that some would claim as 
unjust, but he was, bold because he 
was proclaiming the cause of justice 
and liberty for all men. He was an 
Englishman, a citizen of that great 
federation divided from us by an 
ocean. Let us pray that the present 
crisis in this war for the freedom of 
Cuba, that this country and England 
may become mere strongly united, 
and when the conflict is over, be 
joined together in the interests of 
Christ and humanity. 
In the pres- 


ent coniflct we rejoice to know that 
we feel that we will be successful, 
because we feel that we are in the 
right and that God is controlling the 
destinies of the future. In fighting 
for what we believe is right, we also 
believe, that heaven is with us, and 
with God and right on our side, we 
will march on to victory as did the 
people of this country'a century and 
more ago. 
Tomorrow, possibly, your 


sons and your brothers will start to 
do battle* for country and for free- 
dom. 
Let us pray that they may 


have the faith of a just cause and 
faith in God that will lead them to 
victory. Some may be here, who will 
go, but we say to you, do not go 
\\ithout Christ in your hearts." 


An eloquent, earnest prayer was 


offered in behalf of Capt. Prichard 
and those in his command. At the 
opening of the service a notice was 
read asking the G. A. R. and citizens 
to assemble at the armory at the 
sound of the alarm whistle to escort 
Captain Prichard and his company to 
the train. Rev. Eobjent said he be- 
lieved in this spirit of patriotism; 
that he hoped for that hour the busi- 
ness houses would close. He expected 
to be there, and he wante:! his whole 
membership there. 
He also said he 


did not believe in patriotic feelings 
being kept down. When anything 
was said in a sermon that aroused a 
feeling of patriotism, let there come 
an outubrst of applause, even in the 
house of God.

DISCOVERY. 


Columbus discovered the northeast 


coast of Cuba in 1492. and almost all of 
the south coast ia 1495. In 1503 Ocatnop 
proved it to be an island by tailing 
around the noribeast extremity. 


LOCATION. 


The island of Cuba, called the Pearl o£ 
the Antilles, ia in the Torrid Zone, be- 
tween the Gulf of Mexico and the Carib- 
bean Sea, about 90 miles southeast from 
Florida. 


AREA. 


It is more than 730 miles long, and 25 
to 140 miles wide, and has an area of 
45.000 square miles, equal to one-fourth 
the area of its mother coustry, Spain, or 
one half that of Great Britain. The area 
of the island is 28,800,000 acres, of which 
17,000,OOUare uncleared forests and about 
2,000,000 are under cultivation. 


FOUNDING OF COLONIK3. 


The first colonies were founded in 1501 
by Diego Valasquez, and in 1511 by Bara- 
coa. From 1SG8 to 1878 an insurrection 
against Spain maintained a republican 
form of government in the east half of 
Cuba. 
The present insurrection broke 
out in 1895. 


PRODUCTS. 


The export of sugar is one-fourth of 
the world's crop. Tobacco ranks next in 
importance as an export, apd coffee is al- 
eo produced in large quantities Havana 
and Matanzis in the northern part of the 
island are 
the principal 
commercial 
ports. 
The highlands are covered to the 
tops with forests of mahogany, ebony, 
palma, etc. 


INHABITANTS. 


The o-iginal race of Indiana which in- 
habited Cuba is now extinct. The pres 
ent population of about 1,610,000 people 
is comprised of 950,000 Cubans (white), 
500,000 colored, 160,000 Spaniards, though 
nearly every nation ia represented on the 
island. 


TELEGRAPH AND RAILROADS. 
There are about 1,000 miles of railway, 
radiating principally from Havana, and 
3,000 miles of telegraph lines. The island 
is divided into six provinces.

to shine upon the world. Mr. McKin- 
Icy's conservative and deliberate pol- 
icy has been much abused, b\it al- 
ready it is beginning to be seen that 
lie is an extraordinary man in this 
crisis. 
!No doubt he has prayed over 


every step he has taken. 
He has 


opened his heart for God to speak 
unto him. He lias consulted the in- 
terests of peace from the very begin- 
ning. He has exhibited tlie spirit of 
true religion all the way through. He 
has conferred with conservative lead- 
ers and, best of all, has followed the 
calm and quiet suggestions of the 
Christian's press of the world, and he 
respects the cool deliberation of the 
members of the Protestant and Cath- 
olic churches. Had he yeilded to the 
cry of our city dailies, taking their 
columns as a fair expression of public 
feeling, we would have been at this 
hour deep in the midst of a conflict 
which was hastily provoked, which no 
effort was made to avoid and which 
would have turned aside from us the 
sympathies of every civilized country 
upon the earth. 
As it is, we have 


shown the forbearance of the gospel; 
we have had due time to give our 
reasons to the world and we launch 
forth in the name of humanity. We 
go into this war with our consistent 
statesmanship justified in the eyes of 
all wise men. We have publicly de- 
clared that it is not for greed nor 
gold. 
We do not want Cuba. .We are 


not after annexation nor control of 
its territory. 
This war is a sacrifice 


for us all the way through. 
We get 


nothing in return, save that we have' 
been merciful and wrought righteous- 
ness. Let us uphold the hands of our 
President as Aaron and Hurr held up 
the iiands of Moses. Let us support 
our army and navy with our prayers. 
Let us lay 
aside 
the 
sectional 


prejudices which have so long divided 
us and become welded under the 
blows of war into one solid nation. 
Let the rich and the poor be drawn 
to gether in the love which united 
David and Jonathan. 
This is a good 


time to let God be all in all—to stand 
by our religious institutions 
and 


propitiate His favor, when He is 
stirring up our enemies against us.

The ominous sound of the riot 


alarm Sunday morning about eight 
o'clock carried consternation into the

The alarm was sounded by order of 


Capt. R. S. Prichard, of Company IT,

New York, April 25.—Major Lovell 


H. Jerome, who is a personal friend of 
President McKinley, brought back an 
interesting suggestion from Washing- 
ton in regard to the plan of campaign 
in Cuba. 


"The plan which was being discuss- 


ed," said Major Jerome, "was not an 
invasion of Cuba by a large military 
force, but the capture of some port in 
which a garrison might be placed suffi- 
ciently large to hold it against the 
Spaniards. 


"The sending of a large force to Cuba 


is regarded as a difficult problem. In 
the first pli.ce It would not be easy to 
transport them, and, in the second 
place, It would not be easy to land 
them under the enemy's fire. 


"If a port like Matanzas, for instance, 


should be taken, arms and ammunition 
could be furnished to the insurgents, 
and food in unlimited quantities could 
be landed and distributed to them un- 
der cever of our grins. 


"By this means, according to the talk 


in Washington, the sufferings of the 
reconcentrados could be relieved, while 
the Spanish, owing to the blockade, 
would soon be without provisions and 
Havana would be compelled to surren- 
der. 


"It is believed that the reconcentra- 


dos can be fed only in some such way 
as this, as, of course, all supplies fall- 
ing into the hands of the Spanish 
would be appropriated by them to their 
own use in war, and they would have a 
perfect right to take them." 


Will Sot Go to Cnba. 


Washington, April 25. — Secretary 


Sherman said that it was his expecta- 
tion that for the present and the imme- 
diate future the insurgent army -would 
do the greater part of the fighting in 
Cuba, 
He added the statement that 


there was no intention of taking the 
militiamen and new recruits into Cuba 
until thoroughly inured to the hard- 
ships of actual military life, and that 
probably the regulars also would be 
held in this country until late in the 
season.
